Just as we go to press, on June 27, comes the 
second cablegram reading as follows: “Chung- 
king property further seriously damaged Mon- 
day continuous bombing street and residences.” 
No reference to the personnel in the second 
message lends hope that they are still safe.

N the staggering tornado of a violent world 
war, in which the whole organization of 
human life is being disrupted, hundreds of 

millions of people—from soldiers in battle to 
mothers of little children in lands far away— 
cry out in the desperation of their anxious 
hearts for help. The bereaved—and those 
whose dear ones are recorded “missing’”— 
dumbly long for comfort. The évacué and the 
refugee, weary and harassed, seek security. All 
who can think find more excruciating than any 
physical hardship the bitter question, Is this 
humanity’s end? Are men destined to create 
civilization,—trade, art, culture, valuable social 
institutions,—and always, in a whirlwind of 
hate and violence ever more bitter and destruc- 
tive, suddenly to destroy it and themselves? 
Men can endure hardship and the forecast of 
sudden death, if there is prospect of good for 
their children and their children’s children. 
But, if the end of the struggle is only frustra- 
tion and disaster, then, indeed, is the heart cast 
down into the deepest depths of despair, and 
the soul’s final question burns in the mind: Is 
this the last word for humanity? 


In such hours, the hearts of millions of men 
and women are open, as they are not in easier 
times, to another word—to the divine Word. 
The Bible knows wars and despair full well, 
and, for those in them, wars as overwhelming, 
despair as black as any. But it also knows the 
supreme answer: 

The earth is the Lord’s, and the fulness 


thereof; the world, and they that dwell 
therein.

I am the way, the truth, and the life. . ; 
In the world ye shall have tribulation: but 
be of good cheer; I have overcome the world. 


In the Bible is not only the word of comfort; 
not only the word of a distant hope; herein is 


God’s design for the healing of our torn hu- 


manity, for the building of his heavenly king- 
dom among us. Now is the hour when, to 
millions, it can come with a power and a direct- 
ness immeasurable—an hour when 
salvation! 

Yet, there is the terrible peril that it will not 
come. For in God’s providence it can only 
come by human means. There are two such 


it means 
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channels—persons and the printed word. In 
the turmoil of Europe, the available persons,— 
chaplains, pastors, colporteurs, religious work- 
ers,—valiant as are their efforts, are all too few. 
Thousands upon thousands of Christians are 
bearing their witness superbly, but are unable 
to reach all the vast multitudes. Missionaries 
and lay workers in mission fields are also all 
too few. Indeed, the war in Europe threatens 
the support of forty percent of the missionary 
enterprise.

Besides these devoted persons, the one other 
great possibility is the printed Gospel, the 
printed Testament, the printed Bible, where 
every man can read—and read again and again 
—the one positive answer to the world’s despair. 
But the availability of this is threatened just at 
a time when the world’s supply should be 
doubled and tripled. 

For three fourths of the world’s missionary 
supply of the Scriptures has come from the 
British, the Scottish, the Dutch, the French, 
and other European societies now drastically 
affected by the war. Half of the pastors of the 
churches which support the French Society are 
in military service, and more than half of the 
churches are themselves évacuées or over- 
whelmed by évacués and refugees. The Dutch 
Society has not been heard from since Holland 
was invaded, and is entirely unable to send the 
appropriations and Scriptures it has been 
supplying to the great populations of the Dutch 
East Indies. The British and Scottish Societies 
have valiantly undertaken, in the face Gye SY/ 
percent income taxes, to supply extra Scrip- 
tures for their troops; but budgets which pro- 
vide the Scriptures for mission fields have been 
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cut already an average of 14 percent, and the 
effect of the conscription of wealth and the 
terrific preoccupations of all with war duties 
are sure to cause a far greater cut. 

Thus, at a time when the outpouring of the 
Scriptures into the hands of the multitudes 
desperately needs to be multiplied, it threatens 
to be seriously reduced. 

The only hope of preventing this disaster 1s 
an immediate, strong, and continued increase in 
the number and amount of the contributions our 
American people and churches make for this 
cause. There is no other way! 

The only Bible Society not in a belligerent or 
war-beleaguered country is yours. It must meet 
this need. But it cannot do it without you. 

The Society has already forwarded Scriptures 
or funds for Scriptures for soldiers and refu- 
gees to the value of $4,600 by squeezing it out 
of its hard-pressed budget. The Board of Man- 
agers has now authorized an appeal for a fund 


_ of $150,000 above the budget to begin to meet 


the emergency. Here is a tentative forecast of 
the initial items. Week by week these will 
shift somewhat. 


$40,000 To bring Gospels and Testaments and their 
message of comfort and hope 


—to refugees and évacués, of whom there are 
considerably more than five million of all 
ages— French, Belgian, Dutch, Spanish, 
Czech, Polish, Russian—in France, Switzer- 
land, Rumania, Hungary, and other countries 
through many service agencies. 


—to soldiers, in the line and in rest camps or 
on the march, through their chaplains. 


—to prisoners of war, in Germany and in 
France, in concentration camps—men of 
France, Germany, England, Scotland, Canada, 
Holland, Belgium, Poland through the Chap- 
lains’ Aid Committee of the International 
Red Cross. 


—to wounded men and civilians in hospitals, 
spending long hours of pain and waiting, 
through many service agencies. 


$15,000 to maintain the supply of Scriptures for the 
Dutch East Indies now cut off from support 
from the Netherlands Bible Society in 


Holland. 


$5,000 to resuscitate and keep going the publication 
of French Scriptures by the Société Biblique 
de France, essential to the life of the evan- 


gelical churches of France. 


$75,000 to ensure the constant supply of Scriptures 
at least at the present level for missions and 
mission churches and the multitudes in India 
and the Near East, in China, Japan, and 
Malaysia, and in Africa and Latin America, 


where enforced reductions in appropriations 
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from the British and Scottish Societies 
threaten to reduce the supply to missions of 
all nationalities; part of this to be applied 
as soon as available, and part as soon as the 
direction of further reductions becomes 
apparent. 


$15,000 to aid chaplains in the U.S. Army, Navy, 


Marine Corps, C.C.C. camps now greatly to 
be enlarged in the United States. 


When we remember that in 125 years of his- 
tory the British people have contributed more 
than three times what American Christians 
have, to spread the Scriptures throughout the 
world, surely, there are enough Bible-loving 
Christians in America to step into this breach 
and hold it.

These excerpts from the minutes of the Shantung Conference of the Method- | 
ist Church reveal the undiminished interest in and demand for the Scriptures 


LMOST a thousand complete Bibles and 
A New Testaments have been sold within 
the bounds of this conference these two 
years. Colporteurs have done excellently in 
selling, and still larger numbers have gone from 
our Bible depot in Taian. The sales of the new 
hymnal have mounted into large numbers also 
—the two books carrying wonderful influence 
to many homes. 

King Solomon says in his Proverbs: “My 
son, despise not the chastening of the Lord; 
neither be weary of his correction: even as a 
father the son in whom he delighteth.” Thus 
our people have suffered tribulations during 
more than two years. Taian and many of the 
other places where we have our churches were 
bombed severely before the time of occupation. 
Many people fled; but larger numbers of old 
and young flooded our church and school yards 
in Taian and in many other places. Mission- 
aries, preachers, Biblewomen, and doctors began 
at once to look after the refugees.

gospel to the refugees, — morning, 
every day. On Sunday the church can not hold | 
all the people; so the large hall at the school | 
is also filled.

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New Fields of Service 


The assistant in the office of the South Atlantic Dis- 
trict reports on new departures in methods of Scrip- 
ture distribution that helped make 1939 a banner year

66 LIKE the idea,” the president said; “but 
I Tll have to put it up to my general 
agents. I'll send them samples of the 
Gospels and Testaments, and let you hear from 
me later.” 

Two weeks later we received an order for 
2,000 Gospels and New Testaments, and the 
South Atlantic District had broken into a brand- 
new field of outlet in this territory—getting in- 
dustrial insurance companies to distribute the 
Scriptures to their policyholders. 

A few days later, we placed an order for 
2,500 Gospels of St. Matthew with another in- 
surance company here. This one used it as a 
Christmas greeting, with its message printed 
on the back. After Christmas, the office man- 
ager wrote us: “We received many compli- 
mentary letters from those who received the 
Gospel of St. Matthew with our Christmas mes- 
sage printed on the back. Policyholders con- 
tinue to express to me personally their gratitude 
for receiving these little books.” The governor 
of Virginia thought it so unusual and worth- 
while, that he sent a note of appreciation. 

A new field invaded, and a worthwhile one! 
The potential outlet runs into millions; but 
many difficulties have to be overcome, plans 
must be made and remade to fit the individual 
needs. But for 1940 we believe that the indus- 
trial outlet—manufacturing and insurance com- 
panies, funeral homes—will be a new and 
fruitful one for the distribution of the Scrip- 
tures on a paid basis. 

Another new field of service has been opened 
with the sample kits of this District. In order 
to aid pastors and churches in their efforts to 
distribute the Scriptures, this office furnished 
for free loan a number of sample kits containing 
missionary editions of the Scriptures. These 
kits have entered over seventy-five churches 
since they were instituted a few months ago, 


and in almost every case they resulted in orders. 
A home missionary with a large field writes, 
“The people have responded to the exhibit with 
their orders. They have been very glad to know 
that they can purchase Bibles at such nominal 
prices. Also the name ‘American Bible Society’ 
has been placed before our people. This year 
the Youth League will place the American Bible 
Society in the budget. It will not be a large 
contribution, but it will express a friendship 
you have won with our people.’ By actual 
count in the month of December, the best month 
for orders in the year, these kits produced 
orders equal to one ninth of the total orders. 

Still another new service was rendered to the 
community of Richmond through the “Christ- 
mas Mother.” At the Christmas season, charity 
baskets are given to the destitute in Richmond. 
This year, as last, this office furnished 2,000 
volumes of Scriptures for these baskets at no 
cost to the Society. A devoted Christian woman 
presented the opportunity to the Federated 
Church Women of the city, and these, with the 
young people’s societies, provided the money 
for the purchase of the Scriptures. Mrs. A. A. 
Guy, in charge of the Christmas Mother, wrote: 
“We are very grateful for the donation of 
Testaments, Bibles, and Gospels for distribu- 
tion to the families served by the Christmas 
Mother Gift Shop. We asked all clients visiting 
the gift shop if they would like to have these 
books, and not one refused them. It is impos- 
sible to estimate the good that may come from 
your very generous donation.” 


Next year we hope this service can be ex- 
panded to take in a dozen more cities and in- 
crease the number of Scriptures distributed to 
at least 10,000 volumes. Mere numbers, though, 
become insignificant when we look deeper into 
the hearts of these people to whom the Scrip- 
tures went. Destitute! No money, no hope, 
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no homes,—families separated, father or mother 
dead,—the world truly can become cold. And 
at Christmas time, more than at any other, those 
families felt their destitution, their lack of hope 
and joy. Picture a simple yet sincere woman 
with two children and no support for them, nor 
hope of better things to come. In her simple 
dignity she must ask those more fortunate to 
provide for her own failure. The very food she 
ate for Christmas came through the benevolence 
of mankind more fortunate. Or did it? 

For there, in the Christmas basket, was the 
touch that lent the true spirit of Christmas. 
“Peace on earth—good will toward men.” A 
little thing, and yet it might open a new life 
to her; give her new hope; give her Christ! 

There were others at Christmas destitute in 
yet another way. There were those in hospitals, 
sanatoriums; bedridden patients, cripples, chil- 
dren and parents torn from their families, to 
spend the glad season of warmth and cheer in 
the white chill of a hospital room. Some of them 
had all the material wealth that life can give. 
Others were charity patients in sanatoriums 
bedridden for years, waiting, waiting. . 

In cooperation with the Bible Society of Vir- 
ginia, we offered these hospitals and sanatori- 
ums “The First Christmas Story by Dr. Luke,” 
to be placed on the patient’s breakfast tray. 
Hospital superintendents requested over ten 
thousand volumes! The splendid words of ap- 
preciation which came back to this office should 
gladden all those who had part in making this 
donation possible. “Thank you for the Gospels 
of Luke and the Christmas greetings which you 
sent us. . . Each patient has requested that 
we extend his sincere thanks to you for this 
Christmas cheer.” 


Next year we hope to interest local com- 
munity groups in taking over this worthwhile 
idea as a part of their own church work. We 
have sown the seed of the idea, and they will 
see and welcome the opportunity to help. 


A service of another kind was performed in 
the community of Hopewell, Virginia, in co- 
operation with the Ministers’ Association and 
the ten white and four colored churches there. 
The Bible was brought before the whole com- 
munity through the canvassers taking a census 
of the homes, through the newspapers, and by 
displays of Bible Society posters and Scriptures 
in each church. “Our hard-boiled industrial 
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community is more interested in the Bible and 
in the churches than at any time before,” is the 
report of the pastors. 

In the formulation and carrying out of new 
ideas to increase the service and worth of the 
Society, we did not by any means neglect the 
old, the tried-and-true methods of rendering 
service. By part grants help was given to home 
missionaries in mountains and coal fields to 
meet the needs of their communities; to orphan- 
ages; to pastors to get the Scriptures read in 
the homes of their community through dis- 
tribution in the public schools; and especially 
to teachers of week-day schools of religion in 
public schools. Hundreds upon hundreds of

individuals have appealed for a Bible for their 
Bibleless homes—homes that have been burned, 
homes that have been newly established, and 
homes that needed large type for old eyes. 

“I am twenty-six, the mother of three chil- 
dren. My husband is dead. If you would please 
send me a Bible for my home, I would be very 
grateful, as I have an income of only three dol- 
lars a week for doing housework.” The sim- 
plicity and dignity of these requests are touch- 
ing. They say so little and really mean so much 
—so much that cannot be put into words. 

The desire to make the Bible Society of the 


fullest possible service has led us this year into 


new fields, and resulted in a twenty-five per- 
cent increase in the number of volumes dis- 


tributed over last year, a total of 212,721 vol-— 


umes. This is the largest distribution figure 


reported for this District since the states of |

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A Revival Spirit in Mexico 


The Secretary of the Agency reports on a trip through three of the 


southernmost states of his republic. 


The reader should have a map 


before him as he follows the trail of the Secretary and his colporteur

from my visit to the south. I 

visited a goodly number of 
churches in the states of Veracruz, 
Oaxaca, and Tabasco. The whole tour 
was done with the blessing of the 
Lord. It was just wonderful to see 
the eagerness of the people to hear the 
Christian message. The best of it all 
was in the state of Tabasco. Hot? I 
should say! But what a blessing to see 
and to enjoy the new liberty of assembly and 
of religious propaganda throughout that state 
where, for several years, as you may remember, 
they were terribly persecuted, and their Bibles, 
hymnals, and other Christian literature were 
torn and burnt, and our colporteur was put in 
prison four times in jeopardy of his life. Now 
they are enjoying part of the recompense for 
their faithfulness to their Lord and Saviour. 

There are no pastors or ordained ministers 
established as yet in that state. All the work 
of evangelization has been carried on by the 
voluntary Christian lay workers and the mem- 
bers in general. For the last two years, every 
now and then an ordained minister has visited 
them, and held revival services here and there. 
The new converts who have been joining the 
church are counted by the hundreds. There is 
a place called Jalapa, where the evangelist re- 
ceived three hundred at one time by profession 
of faith and baptism, and baptized nearly four 
hundred children of the old and new families. 
One of the new members of the local church of 
the state capital used to be one of the most 
terrible persecutors, and had arrested and kept 
in prison our colporteur Roman de la Cruz. 
How wonderful and precious are the ways and 
promises of Our Lord! 

The colporteur went along with me to visit 
the following places: Villahermosa, which is 
the state capital; Comalcalco, Zapotal, Paraiso, 
Ceiba, and Torno Largo. In two different 
places we held our meetings out in the open,

where no less than 450 or 500 people 
met. 

We made two local flights, in order 
to save time, because there are no high- 
ways in the state, and the rivers were 
quite low on account of the dry season, 
thus making the river navigation very 
slow. I also made two other flights: 
from Minatitlan, in Veracruz, to Villa- 
hermosa, in Tabasco, and from Villa- 
hermosa to the port of Veracruz. With 
these four flights, which in total were three 
hours and twenty minutes, I saved one day and 
one night of sailing on the open sea; three 
days and two nights of river navigation, or 
otherwise four days’ travel on horseback,—and 
by either method fighting the terrible hot 
weather and the mosquitoes; and also two days 
and one night on the train which I had already 
used on my way going through the Isthmus. 
I should say it was worth saving the time, 
health, and energy. From the 30th of March 
to the 26th of April I spoke in public gather- 
ings every night except one, and three times 
on Sundays. I praise the Lord for having kept 
me in fairly good health, as also my family; 
while the work of the office went on regularly. 

We are so happy over the new consignment 
of Scriptures which has just arrived from Lon- 
don. These will go out “como pan caliente,” 
as we say in Spanish, that is, as fresh bread. 
That European war is getting worse every day, 
and we may not be able to get a new shipment 
perhaps for many months from now. This first 
consignment was delayed six months. 


Distribution in Mexico during 1939 was ten 
percent above that of any of the thirteen years 
that Mr. Marroquin has had charge of the 
Agency, and almost twenty percent above that 
of 1938. Last year the Agency distributed 13,887 
Bibles, 4,786 Testaments, 71,926 Portions, and 7 
volumes for the blind—a total of 90,606 volumes.

could do to show their gratitude. They had 
thought, they said, of giving him a flag for his 
courtroom. “I already have a flag,” Judge Hill 
replied. “But I’ll tell you what I would like 
for my courtroom—a Bible.” 

“You know,” he explained later in the Amer- 
ican Bible Society Depository, “the taking of 
an oath in our courts has become a pretty per- 
functory thing. The clerk gets up, and gabbles 
off his formula, so fast you can’t understand a 
word, and the witness says, ‘Er-er-yessir,’ and 
doesn’t have the slightest feeling that he has 
taken a sacred oath. Especially in a court like 
mine, where most of the cases involve small 
matters, you would be appalled to see how 
lightly perjury is regarded. Last year, I put 
up a big sign over the bench: “Thou Shalt Not 
Bear False Witness.’ 


I wonder how many read | 


it. Texas law does not require the use of a | 
Bible in administering an oath, but my court is | 


going to require it from now on; and we'll take 
time to do the thing decently and impressively. 
After all, there are mighty few people who don’t 


respect the Bible, and I believe we’d have a | 


different atmosphere about our trials if it were 
reverently used in every court in the land.” 


“Therefore I Am Asking... . .” 


AR back among the tin mines in the heart 

of the Belgian Congo, serving in a clerical 

Capacity, is a Baluba Christian, who, in 
his spare moments, distributes Scriptures in his 
native tongue. Being in need of fresh supplies, 
he wrote recently to Rev. J. H. Longnecker, 
director of the American Presbyterian Congo 
Mission at Luebo, in these frank and earnest 
words: 

“Father Missionary Kabemba: I wish to beg 
to talk with you a small part of an hour, to ask 
you to send me things for me to sell. I see that 
people of plenty are without the Book of God. 
If you seek to talk with him the affairs of in the 
Book of God you may find him replying like a 
person who is a stranger in our Master Christ. 

“TI have my Book of God; but I am seeing 


that to lend it to people is also oftentimes to | 


seek trouble with people who cannot control 
themselves in matters of fussing. The fussing 
can come in this way; plenty of people who 
know books do not choose carefully the place 
to write their names. 

“He lends it to his friend, all books are on 
the table of his friend, he wishes to write his 


name on these books and on the walls of the . 


house. He does not fear to put his name care- 
lessly on all places. 

“But to refuse people the Book of God is a 
bad palaver and exceeding bad. It is refusing 
your neighbor a gun while a lion is waiting to 
catch him; Satan is to people like a lion. 
Therefore I am asking if you like, you may 
send me the books which I name. . . .” 
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The Mams Receive Their Testaments 


Society Record carried, under the title 

“Another Language Captures the New 
Testament,” the story of the publishing of the 
first Testament in the language of the Mam 
Indians. Since that time there have been re- 
ceived at the Bible House some pictures taken 
at the time of the arrival of the books. One 
of the pictures is reproduced here with the 
story written by the translators, Rev. and Mrs. 
H. Dudley Peck, and reprinted by permission 
of The Presbyterian. The Mam Indians live in 
the mountains of Guatemala. 


PN sec February 1940 issue of the Bible 
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A Mam Indian hears the gospel for the first time 


“It was the day after Christmas, and we were 
holding our sixth Christmas celebration in the 
congregation of the Ostuncalco Church in 
Guatemala. A hundred and fifty Indians, with 
a sprinkling of Ladinos, packed every inch of 
the rough-board benches, lined the walls, and 
crowded around the doors of the chapel at Las 
Victorias. The preacher announced the read- 
ing of the Christmas story according to Luke, 
and, lo! instead of the worn proof sheets, there 
appeared in the hands of Mr. Peck an attractive 
blue bound copy of the Mam New Testament 
which had arrived that day by mail. The brown 
faces shone with eagerness and joy as Mr. Peck 
read the familiar story of the manger, the shep- 
herds, the angels, the peace on earth, from the 
book they had prayed for and waited so long 
to see. 

“Some of the Indians were so eager to pro- 
cure their copy, that they gave their last cent, 
and, still unable to make up the sum of the 
price, brought corn, wheat, beans to take care 
of the balance. 


“An evangelist, who had had only a minor 
part in the translation, was skeptical as to the 
Testament’s value, as it would come out in 
“Francisco’s way of speaking”; but he has 
found to his surprise that it is his own way of 
speaking Mam, and is bending every effort, as 
chairman of the committee on teaching of read- 
ing, to get the book into use. 

“A literacy campaign is being organized with 
the objective of ‘a reader in every home.’ 
Special emphasis is being placed on family 
worship where the Testament will be read by 
the reader, but will be listened to by young and 
old alike. 

“As farmers, the Indians receive sunshine and 
rain with little demonstration. They ask God 
for them. They thank him for them. They 
asked God for his Word in their tongue. They 


have it.”

Whose Fault Is This? 


MISSIONARY among the Navajo Indians 
in Arizona recently included this para- 
graph in a letter to Secretary Cropp: 


I am glad that we were able to send the contribu- 
tion to the Bible Society, even though the greater 
part of it came from two or three individuals. Some- 
how, I believe that very few indeed of the rank and 
file of church people in the United States realize at 
all clearly the essentialness of the work of the Bible 
Society in getting the Bible translated and printed, 
and in furnishing small, cheap portions of it, such as 
separate Gospels, the Acts, Proverbs, etc. But, I 
spent sixteen years as a foreign missionary in old 
Mexico, and I very soon discovered that the American 
Bible Society was very literally our “right hand,” and 
that without it we would have been crippled. I know 
that I grew up in my home church in central New 
York State with the idea that the Bible Society was 
a rather useless, sleepy organization, which kept a 
few Bibles in the backroom of a drug store in our 
little city, and had an evening service once a year. 
I never got the idea from any one that it is the vital 
missionary organization that it is. Perhaps, young 
folks growing up today know more about it—and I 
hope they do. But I do so much wish that our home 
churches might get a clearer picture than they ordi- 
narily do get, of the fascination of Bible translation, 
of the bravery of colporteurs, of the hand-to-hand and 
house-to-house work done by them, of the absolute 
dependence of missionaries everywhere upon the Bible 
Society for Scriptures printed in the language of the 
people. For some reason or other, our denominational 
churches don’t know this: that the work of the Bible 
Society multiplies the efficiency of the work of the 
church’s foreign missionaries an unknown number of 
times.

Greetings from South India were 
brought by Rev. Jayaraj D. Souri, 
B.D., of the faculty of the Union 
Theological School for Telugu 
Preachers at Gooty, South India. 

The address of the occasion was 
delivered by the Reverend Arthur 
Jeffrey, Ph.D., professor of Semitic 
languages at Columbia University. 
Taking for his theme “People of 


the Book,” Dr. Jeffrey spoke of the 
despised minority of Christians now 
living in Bible Lands, and of their 
ancient claim as being the people 
of the Book; of how Mohammed 
himself might have developed into 
a great Christian leader instead of 
the founder of a hostile faith, had 
only the Christians of his day pre- 
served the Bible as the book of the 
common people, a missionary book, 
and a book for daily study. Orig- 
inally it had been used in all these 
ways. In Mohammed’s time, how- 
ever, the Book had been taken from 
the people, so that the budding 
prophet heard only popular legends 
about the Saints and not the true 
teaching of the Book. Professor 
Jeffrey paid tribute to the Bible So- 
ciety for its unswerving devotion 
to the single task of restoring the 
Bible as a people’s book, a mission- 
ary book, and a study book. 

In connection with the Annual 
Meeting, Dr. William Lyon Phelps 
of Yale University, a Vice Presi- 
dent of the American Bible Society, 
gave a fifteen-minute broadcast on 
“The Bible, the World’s Best 
Seller” over Station WNYC.

Robert Russa Moton 


With a deep sense of loss, the 
Board of Managers of the Amer- 
ican Bible Society records the 
death, on May 31, of Dr. Robert 
Russa Moton, a Vice President of 
the Society since 1921, and, in 1935, 
a member of the National Com- 
memoration Committee celebrating 
four hundred years of the Printed 
English Bible. 

Dr. Moton realized his boyhood 
dreams of becoming a leader of his 
race as president of Tuskegee In- 
stitute for twenty years following 
the administration of its founder, 
Dr. Booker T. Washington. Under 
Dr. Moton’s guidance, the institute 
greatly expanded in its equipment, 
and its service to the Negro people. 
The honors conferred upon him by 
leading American colleges and uni- 
versities, and the responsibilities 
entrusted to him by the government 
were well-deserved tributes to his 
intellectual attainments and his 
sterling integrity of character.
